and hills terraced for irrigation, hun- 


dreds ot feet up the yalleys. Thee 


German explorer declares that this ts 
the original land of Ophir, whence 
came the treasures of the temple at 
Jerusalém; and no less an authority 
than Rider Haggard shares the same 
view. 

Féw questions have been more de- 
bated than the location of this 
treasure land. Many who are well 
qualified to judge, put the land of 
Ophir in Indja. A resident in the 
Wynaad in Southern India, recently 
wrote to a London morning paper 
saying that he emphatically differed 
from- Dr. Peters. Having washod 
gold in the rivers, dug silver on its 
hills, hunted elephants in ita forests, 
and. captured apes and peacocks iu 
the same-locality, he was perfectly 
certain of the identity of the W 
with Solomon's land of Ophir. 

The lost continent of Atlantis has 
been held to he the location of the 
Garden of Eden. 
fs one of the greatest mysteries 
known to the historian.. Every race 
that lives around the Mediterranean 
held: the belier that somewhere to 
the west of the Pillars of Hercules 
(Gibraltar) there existed a vast- is 
land in the ocean. Plato menttons 
it as having been engulfed by the 
waves nine thousand years before 
his time. The extraordinary simi- 
larity between the remains found in 
the peninsula of Yucatan in Central 
America, with those so well known 
in Egypt lends weight to the tradi- 
tion. It ts supposed that both the 
Egyptians and the ancient people 
which preceded the Azteca of Mexico 
were desconefed from a race which 
once inhabited Atlantis. 

Geological researches prove that 
such an Atlantic continent did once 
actually exist, and that the canary 
islands are its remains. But the 
geologists say that this continent 
perished in Tertiary times, and can- 
not, therefore, been the home of civi- 
lized man: It is possible that fresh 
dredging in the bottom of the At- 
lantic.on the site of the lost conti- 
neut may throw more light on the 
vexed question, upon which there al- 
ready exists over a dozen different 
volumes. Although it is proba- 
bly certain that the Tower of Babel 
atood somewhere near the present 
rulns of the city of Babylon, fta act- 
ual site is quite uncertain. Some 
say it la the Bire Nimroud, a great 
pile. whose remains atill rise 150 
feet adve the plain. Sir Henry 
Rawlinson found that this consisted 
of seven stages. of brickwork, all 
of different colors. Others put the 
tower at Amran;.some ten miles 
away; and there are two or three 
other possible sites. 

Britain has her mysteries. Who 
bullt that silent stone circle at Stone- 
henge is one ot them; Its origin has 
been attributed to the Belgae, the 
Phoenicians, the Druids, the Danes 
and the Saxons. Some have said 
that it was erected to commemorate 
the treacherous murder of the Brit- 
ish chiefe by Hengiat. It has been 
called a temple’of thé Sun, a shrine 
of Buddha, a center of serpent wor- 
ship, and a calendar In stone. Lord 
Avebury assigus it to the bronze age. 
Recent searches go to prove its age is 
enormous. Long before Solomon's 


‘temple was built it ls probable that 


the double circle of Sarsen stones 
stood dim and silent in the center of 
Balisbury Plain, a monument to some 
forgotten chieftain whose name and 
face perished thousands of years ago. 

Arthur’s Beat, Arthur's Oven, and 
Arthur's Head commemorate the 
name of one whom we are fond of 
considering the first of our great 
British monarchs. But did King Ar. 
thur ever exist at all is a question

Some years ago, when the visible 
supply became almost Invielble—and 
‘certain dear girls wanted to go to 
college, or in other ways take expert 
training—it occurred to me that my 
needlé having done active service in 
the family for fifteen years, might 
be made a money producer, and I be 
gen modestly and I have succeeded 
fairly well.

That PAEA Instinct Which

Recently. in the village of Havana, 


w New York State, an insignificant 
‘Wooking little garden spider pounced 


Upon a milk snake, bit it, entangled 


un in der threads and actually hoisted 
[it off the ground. The fact that 
-J the make weighed ninety-six. times 


ss much its captor makes this 
achisvement.a remarkable one. 

Several ra agó á partgraph 
went the roujds of the ne wépapers 
in’ which it was sati that a spider 
bad caught and suspended an unfort. 
maats mouse, rating it nearly a foot 
trom the ground and leaving it there 
to slowly starve to death = 

Learned selentists said it was im- 
Dosaible for such a tiny Insect as a 
epider to possess ‘strength enough 
to Ut a comparatively enormous ani- 
mal nnen mouse. It would be as 
easy to believe a man could lift an 
elephant. 

Since then the. little spider has 
been made the subject of a most 
Mmteresting Investigation, in which 
it has deen found that in physical 
culture, Jiu-jitsu and other sclences 
aMliated with muscular development 
the spider knows a great deal more 
than we do. 

By lifting the snake off the ground 
at Havana the spider did something 


| Which, in comparison, the strongest 


man on earth would find impossible 
unless he knew as much as the 
spider. 

Notwithstanding -Its strength, the 
spider's thread alone would be. use- 
Jesa as & mechanical power it it were 
not for his elasticity. The spider 
bas no blocks or pulleys, and there- 
fore it cannot cause the thread to dl. 
vide up and run in different direc- 
tions, but the elasticity of the thread 
mors than makes up for this, ana 
renders possible the lifting of an ani- 
mut much heavier than a snake or 
R mouse... This may require a little 
explanation. 

Let us suppose that a child can 
lift a stu- pound weight one-foot high, 
and do this twenty times a minute, 
furnish him with 250 rubber bands, 
each capable of pulling alèt pounds 
through one foot when stretched. 
Let these bands be attached to a 
wooden platform on which stands 
a pair ot horses weighing 2,100 
pounds, or rather more than a ton. 
sf now the child will go to work 
and Stretch these rubber bande, sin- 
gle, hooking eac hone up, as It ts 
stretched, in less than twenty min- 
utes he will have raised the pair of 
horses one foot 

We thus see that the elasticity of 
the rubber bands enables the child 
to divide the weight of the horses in. 
to 360 pieces of “Kix pounds each, 
and at the rate of a little less than 
one every three seconds. he lifts all | 
thèse sepgrate pieces one foot, so 
that the child easily Hfts this enor- 
mous Weight. 

Bach spider's thread acts Like ane 
of the elastic rubber bands. Let va 
suppose that the mouse woighed half 
an ounce, and that each thread is 
capable of supporting a grain and a 
half. The spider would have to con- 
nect the mouse with the point from 
which it was to be suspended with 
160 threads, and if the little quadru- 
ped was once ewung off his feet he 
would de powerless, By pulling suc- 
‘ceasively on each thread and short- 
ening it a little. the mouse or snake 
might be raised to any height with- 
tn the capacity of the bulding or 
structure in which the work was 
dene. , 1 5 

Just what object the spider could 
have had for Catching che anake and 
Utting it of the gfound it Is qim- 
Cult to see, It may have been a 
the harm whjch the 
‘mouse Or Anake might work, or it 
may have heen & hope that after the 
eaptured animals had starved to 
death the decaying carcasses would 
attract flies which would furnish 
food for the engineer.

There are aiz hours a 
day of actual instruction two hours 
Of which are devoted to gymnastics 
under a professor to At the men for 
life-saving duties. 

Agility is considered in France to 
bë one of the most valuable qualifica- 
tions of a flreman—agilny which will 
enable him to scale walls, to creep 
along gutters, to swing trom window 
sills. Therefore the firemen of the 
Great cities of France spénd much time 
in their gymnasiums, drilling with 
parallel bara, flying rings, trapezes. 
and other apparatus, and aleo in the 
simple calisthenics that are familiar in 
schools. Physical training is carried 
to a high degree of excellence, and 

very distinguished visitor to Paria is 
invited to witneas a gymnastic exhi- 
bition dy the firemen. 

Some of these exercises would cause 
an American fireman to smile, yet any 
expert in physical culture will testify 
to thelr value in making the Joints 
supple, the muscles firm and hard the 
chest broad the movements quick, and 
in making the whole man stronger 
and healthier, To see 4 battalion of 
firemen lying flat on thelr backs and 
at the word of command raising and 
lowering their bodies from their hands 
makes one wonder what this seemingly 
puerile exercise has to do with putting 
out fires. The drill master will teil 
you that it strengthens the arms, 
wrists; shoulders, and chests, and 
makes the man more fit for deeds that 
demand ability and strengtn, such as 
rescuing women and children from up- 
per windows. 

The gymnasium is the favorite piace 
of amusement ot Sapeurs-Pompiers, 
and they perform some really amazing 
feats of strength and dexterity such 
as walking on their hands and doing 
the “grand circle” on the high hori- 
zontal bar.

able to skih the hogs than to scrape 
toem. The change in method was 
brought about by an enterprising 
butcher who found a market for hog 
kin. He began to skin hogs for 
farmers, taking skins for pay. As 
they are worth from 500 tu 61.00 a 
piece, it is a paying business” and 
from the standpoint of the owner of 
the hog it isa good thing, too. He is 
not required to msko any extensive 
preparations at butchering time as 
before No platfoim to build, no 
water to heat, po extra help ! to ou: 
ploy. 

Now the butcher drives 910 the 
yard, kills, skins and cleans the hoger, 
and bangs them up ready for market. 
The loss in weight is slight, from 
five to fifteen pounds, according to 
the size of the hog, and the butcher 
will pay halfa cent a pound more 
for pork skinned to vut up on the 
block, and for home us» it ia much 
better. The practice of skinning hogs 
is rapidly spreading over that state, 
and itz e believed by -progresivo 
farmers that in afew years it will 
ontirbly take the place of the old 
method,
